‘ne Criminal Statistics and Report on the 
Police Force for the year 1902 are published 
in the current issue of the Government 
Gazette, - We regret to notice in the first 
place that the total number of cases reported 
‘to the Police during tho year shows an 
increase of 13-61 per cent, the figures being 
10,421 as compared with 9,172 for. the 
previous year; and in the division of these 
cases into serious and minor offences there 
appears an increase, as compared with 1901, 
of. 594 cases, or 17:45 per: ceat, in the 
former, aod 655° cases, or 31:86 per cont. 
in tho latter. The Report as a whole seews 
to ave room for considerable improvement 
-in the efficiency. of the force, In the matter 
of gang robberies we note that 34 were 
reported during the year, and in only ten 
. of these were the police successful in making 
arrents. Again, with regard to robberies 
‘from, boats and junke,;only in ning out of 
“14 cases were any arrest made; while under 
‘: the heading of street and ad bightey robberies

ing to the table setting forth the results in 
the cases reported we fiud the following — 
Robberies with violence from the person, 
66 cases, 39 convictiona; burglaries, 78 
cases, 21 convictions ; larconies in dwelling 
houses, 323 cascs 44 convictions; larcenies, 
2742 cases, 1247 convictions; felonies not 
already. given, 260 cases, 76 convictions, 
‘Another table giving a quinquennial return 


of the crime in the colony shows very, 


plainly. that robbery, burglary and lar- 
ceny in ‘houses have increased to an 
alarming extent during the last ‘five 
yeara as compared with the previous five 
years. For example ‘the ‘avernge yearly 
number of eases of robbery during the 
firet five yeare was 17.8; in the succecding ’ 
five yenrs the average was 61-4;. the 
average yearly. number of cases of 
burglary and larceny in houses. for the 
first quinquennium was 98,4; for the 
second 287.0. Of course the fact must’ not 
be overlooked that the population of the 
colony has been correspondingly increasing, 
‘but presumably the police force has been 
proportionately enlarged, and the com- 
munity has a right to expect a higher 
standard of efficiency than these returns 
disclose. -
